The cold has been relentless, the snow keeps 
piling up and 20 degrees sounds almost 
tropical. In a city known for harsh winters, 
could this be the worst one of your lifetime? 
The short answer: Quite possibly But that 
depends on age and perspective. Here are a 
few cold, hard statistics. 

Chicago has notched 22 days of subzero 
temperatures this season. You’d have to be at 
least 32 years old to have experienced the last 
time that happened— 1981-82, when Ronald 
Reagan was in his first term as president and 
Barack Obama was an undergraduate. The 
last season Chicago logged more than 22 days 


below zero was in 1962-63, at 24. You’d have to 
be 51 to have lived through that. 

If you’re younger than 35, you’ve never seen 
Chicago get this much snow in a season. The 
62.1 inches recorded through Wednesday is 
the most since 1978-79, when Rahm Emanuel 
was in his late teens. 

Chicago’s 33.7 inches of snow last month 
were the most in one month since January 
1979, when more than 40 inches fell. This 
January was also the third-snowiest month in 
the city’s recorded history Only Chicagoans 
who are 96 or older experienced the snowiest 
month in January 1918. More than 42 inches 
fell then. 


WILL IT EVER 
WARM UP? 

High temperatures 
are expected to 
remain in the 20s and 
30s through the long 
weekend, according 
to the National Weath- 
er Service, with some 
potential for snow and 
mixed precipitation. 
But WGN-TV chief me- 
teorologist Tom Skill- 
ing said early models 
suggest a springlike 
bounce into the 50s- 
maybe even touching 
60-late next week.

HOW WELL ARE 
COMPANIES 
CHECKING DRIVERS’ 
BACKGROUNDS?

Chicago’s new ride-sharing services 
market their drivers as friendly and safe, 
asserting they have passed stringent 
criminal background checks. 

But a Tribune investigation revealed that 
one of the companies, Uber, did not check 
some of the criminal records of its drivers, 
allowing thousands of drivers to ferry passen- 
gers for months, despite not knowing wheth- 
er or not they had felony convictions. 

The company’s lack of oversight came to 
light when the Tribune contacted it to profile 
its drivers. Uber, which has a ride-sharing di- 
vision called Uber X, presented one driver as 
an example, but declined to give the Tribune a 
complete list of its drivers. The Tribune later 
determined that the driver had a 2010 Cook 
County felony conviction for residential bur- 
glary which should have barred him from 
partnering with the company 

After the Tribune asked about the driv- 
er’s record, company officials “deactivated” 
him and acknowledged their multistate back- 
ground checks have missed an “unknown” 
number of county-level criminal convictions, 
including the Chicago ride-share driver’s 
felony 

In a public announcement Wednesday 
Uber said it now has an expanded policy on 
background checks that would include coun- 
ty-level reviews for new and existing drivers, 
a process that will involve redoing thousands 
of screenings. 

The lack of clarity and uniformity on back- 
ground checks of drivers— as well as other as- 
pects of the budding industry— prompted the 
Emanuel administration last week to declare 
a “regulatory vacuum” and propose new rules 
that would, in part, spell out what commercial 
ride-sharing companies are required to do in 
Chicago to ensure their drivers are safe. 

“It has been more of a free-for-all at this 
point,” said Hani Mahmassani, director of 
Northwestern University’s transportation 
center. “But I think cities and states are now 
trying to find that compromise, that sweet 
spot, that is going to ensure public safety 
while enabling new mobility services.” 

Corey Owens, Uber’s head of global pub- 
lic policy said Thursday that the company’s 
new background check policy has been in 
the works since January after the company 
encountered an increasing number of gaps in

its multistate search upon expanding into new 
markets across the country 

“It increasingly became something that we 
just considered unacceptable, ourselves,” Ow- 
ens said. 

VARYING DRIVER SCREENS 

The ride-sharing industry first rolled into 


Chicago in spring 2013. Attempting to set 
themselves apart from taxicab companies, the 
commercial ride-sharing services promoted 
themselves as hip and convenient, with rides 
provided by nonprofessional drivers using 
their personal vehicles. Customers use smart- 
phone apps to order rides, which are offered 
through Uber X, Lyft, Sidecar and other com- 


panies competing for business against highly 
regulated traditional taxicab operators. 

Lyft and Sidecar also advertise on their 
websites that their drivers undergo criminal 
background checks. 

All three ride-sharing companies use differ- 
ent third-party companies to run background 
checks on driver applicants. 
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Lyft co-founder John Zimmer said his com- 
pany’s checks consist of screening drivers at 
the county state, and in some cases, federal 
levels. Sidecar did not respond to questions 
about whether it checked specifically at the 
county level for convictions. But the company 
that performs Sidecar’s checks, RedRidge Ver- 
ification Services, said it conducts county state 
and federal background searches on drivers. 

Which companies the ride-sharing services 
hire to do the searches, and what level of de- 
tail they request of them, may provide differ- 
ent results, experts say 

The companies say rider safety is para- 
mount and that they don’t allow drivers to 
have felony convictions within seven years 
of applying. Although there are variations in 
how the companies treat certain offenses, all 
three also said they disqualify drivers for ma- 
jor driving infractions within at least the past 
three years. 

MISSED CONVICTION 

Lyft, Uber and Sidecar declined to provide 
the Tribune with a list of their Chicago driv- 
ers. One driver that Uber did provide, Ta- 
deusz Szczechowicz, 24, of Burbank, pleaded 
guilty to felony residential burglary in Cook 
County in 2010 and received a two-year pro- 
bation sentence. 

He also was convicted of misdemeanor 
criminal damage to property in 2009 and an- 
other misdemeanor for breaking into a 2002 
Toyota for a GPS and satellite radio receiver 
in Homer Glen in 2008. Szczechowicz has a 
history of speeding tickets and had his license 
suspended twice in 2008 for having two mov- 
ing violations within a 24-month period and 
for the criminal trespass to vehicle conviction. 
Only the felony conviction, however, should 
have disqualified Szczechowicz to be an Uber 
ride-share driver under the company’s rules. 

When asked about his record, Szczechow- 
icz denied it was him and hung up the phone. 

Uber officials on Thursday however, con- 
firmed Szczechowicz had been a partner until 
they severed ties with him this week. 

Although Szczechowicz’s conviction was 
not caught in their background check, Uber 
officials said the multistate screening they 
have been using has caught many county 
criminal convictions. 

“To be clear the Uber X drivers in Chicago 
have gone through a very comprehensive 
check that we believe in and we are just try- 
ing to close that small remaining gap,” said 
Andrew Macdonald, regional general man- 
ager of Uber Midwest. But Uber officials said 
they did not know how many county convic- 
tions they may have missed. Uber said gaps in 
background checks exist elsewhere, pointing 
to the city of Chicago, which usually does 
not check national databases for taxi driver 
screens. City officials said Thursday they plan 
to start instituting those checks this spring.

When David Mamet’s play “Sexual Perversity 
in Chicago” hit the big screen with Rob Lowe 
and Demi Moore in 1986’s ‘About Last Night,” 
dating and relationships were tough. Nearly 
three decades later, that stuff is a piece of cake. 

Just kidding. 

In the new ‘About Last Night” (opening Fri- 
day), the story moves from Chicago to L.A., 
and now Bernie (Kevin Hart) and Joan (Regina 

Hall of “Law and Order: LA”) are one-night 
standers whose volatile dynamic doesn’t 
dampen their sexual chemistry They 
connect their pals Danny (Michael 
Ealy of ‘Almost Human”) and 
Debbie (Joy Bryant of “Parent- 
hood”), whose romance blos- 
soms more smoothly but still 
holds challenges. 

Considering that Ealy 40, 
and Hall, 43, both appeared in 
“Think Like a Man” (and its 
upcoming sequel) and Hall co- 
starred in both “The Best Man” 
and “The Best Man Holiday” 
they should know a thing or 
two about relationships by 
now. The pair spilled the 
goods at the Trump Hotel.

In the divert- 
ing, minimally 
insightful remake 
of ‘About Last 
Night,” Dan (Mi-

“Bachelorette”) chooses to let generali- 
ties stand for contemporary issues, and 
jokes replace truth. 

Eortunately there’s Bernie (Kevin 
Hart) and Joan (Regina Hall of the “Best 
Man” and “Scary Movie” movies), Dan 
and Debbie’s respective BEEs. Unlike 
the first movie, in which Jim Belushi and 
Elizabeth Perkins bark at each other 
practically the entire time, Bernie and 
Joan start as sexual dynamite and go 
through peaks and valleys of connection 
and disgust. They may be oil and water, 
but they have intangible chemistry. Hart 
and Hall (at last, deservedly granted a 
major part) make a couple that’s both 
funny and complicated. By comparison, 
the relationship between Dan and Deb- 
bie just drags. They call themselves the 
boring alternative to their crazy friends, 
and they’re right.

In “Endless Love,” 24-year-old Gabriella 
Wilde (“Carrie”) and her “I look like I model 
for mannequins” beauty seems about 23, not

looks not 18 but 25. They do show that recent 
high school grads Jade and David think the 
other is super hot and deserving of makeout 
sessions, wherever and whenever. But nearly 
every time the actors have a chance to deliver 
big emotion, they go cold. 

This Georgia-set remake of the 1981, 
Chicago-set film fortunately ditches much 
of what made its predecessor, based on Scott 
Spencer’s novel, so atrocious. In the scene 
where David and Jade sleep together, for 
example, David’s no longer wearing tube

Mom supports the feelings David 
brings out of her daughter— who spent the 
last several years mourning her brother’s

(Let’s take a time-out to recognize first- 
time actor Tom Cruise’s amazingly squeaky 
voice in the original. He was 19 when the 
movie opened, and the first “Endless Love” is 
almost worth watching for his 40 seconds of 
screen time. Almost.) 

Other than the relatable, dreamy fantasy 
of meeting someone incredible and spend- 
ing every second together, “Endless Love” 
is easily the week’s worst remake (following 
“RoboCop” and ‘About Last Night”). It’s 
also proof that love stories need person- 
alities of their own. Oh, Jade’s a sheltered, 
brilliant rich girl and David’s a rugged. 


blue-collar dude needing to win over his gal’s 
father (Bruce Greenwood), who sees David 
and screams, “That’s the valet!”? Lamiliar 
characters can shine on screen with the right 
actors and memorable writing, a la “The 
Spectacular Now.” Directed and co-written 
by Shana Leste (“Country Strong”), “Endless 


Love” features not a moment that will have 
audiences cooing, ‘Awwwww” 

Instead, it’s a lot of needless backstory 
predictable frontstory and yet another depic- 
tion of teens who can think of no better way 
to cut loose than flooring it and shouting 
“Whoo!”

“What if once upon a time there were no 
stars in the sky at all?” She suggests that 
people become stars after death, something 
we all of course considered a long time ago 
in “Don’t Eat the Pictures: Sesame Street at 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art.” 

When she meets Peter Lake (Colin 
Farrell, absurdly playing a 21-year-old) in 
a scene echoing the contrived romance of 
“Labor Day,” he’s taken by her beauty He’s 
also undeterred by her imminent death 
from consumption and propensity to actu- 
ally say things like, “The sicker I become, 
the more closely I can see that everything 
is connected by light.”

Understanding genius/falling asleep 



Can a movie be 
both fascinating and 
extremely boring? It 
can when it’s “Tim 
Vermeer,” a docu- 
mentary directed 
by Teller (of Penn & 
Teller) about one guy’s attempts to replicate 
a painting by 17th century Dutch artist Jo- 
hannes Vermeer. As everyone knows about 
Vermeer— wait, never mind. I knew nothing 
about the guy He’s apparently regarded as 
one of the greats, particularly in his ability 
to incorporate light without first sketching 
outlines. 

That’s why inventor Tim Jenison, an old 
pal of Penn Jillette’s with time and money to 
spare, wants to explore the possibility that 
Vermeer used optical trickery. Jenison plans 
to apply this theory to see if he can re-create 
the legend’s famous “The Music Lesson,” 
currently housed in Buckingham Palace. 

So with a focus as narrow as his subject’s. 
Teller watches as Jenison experiments with

projections and mirrors and demonstrates 
that an oil painting novice can in fact mimic 
the work of a master. 

First, I still don’t believe that anyone 
(pointing at myself here), as Jenison claims, 
could do this. Second, no matter how 
intriguing you find the concept of “Tim’s 
Vermeer,” eventually you’re just watching 
a guy paint. Even Jenison complains that 
his project has grown tedious, at which 
most viewers will yell at the screen, “How 
do you think I feel?” Jenison talks to a few 
artists and scholars, but Teller refuses to 
zoom out into a thorough discussion of the 
intersection of art and technology Rather, 
numerous folks note that Vermeer’s possible 
technique doesn’t count as cheating because 
it’s still really hard, so the whole endeavor 
starts to feel more stunt-like than analytical. 

What did Jenison sacrifice to spend about 


five years on this effort? Does he still think 
this should be a movie when he comments, 
“This project is a lot like watching paint 
dry”? Though “Tim’s Vermeer” works slight- 


ly better than last week’s art-appreciation 
tale “The Monuments Men,” I still found 
my eyes glazing over as my brain drowsily 
argued, “Stay with me here.”

Will that degree pay off?

High unemployment has left many Americans 
questioning whether the soaring cost of col- 
lege makes it a good bargain for today’s young 
adults. 

But there’s strong evidence that a four-year 
degree pays off— and in some ways, that may 
be even more so for the current generation. 

New data from Pew Research indicates that 
for people 25 to 32— part of the so-called Mil- 
lennial generation— the gap in earnings be- 
tween college graduates and those with a high 
school diploma or less has never been greater 
in the modern era. 

Pew researchers, in a report released Tues- 
day found that Millennials who have college 
degrees made about $17,500 more in 2012, 
on average, than their peers with only a high- 
school diploma. In inflation-adjusted dollars, 
that compares with a gap of almost $10,000 
for the early baby boom generation when they 
were the same age that Millennials are today 
For the so-called Generation Xers, who were 
born between 1965 and 1980, the pay disparity 


between college and high school graduates at 
the time they were young adults was $15,780 
in adjusted dollars, according to Pew’s analysis 
of federal data. 

In percentage terms. Millennial workers 
with only a high school education earned 61.5 
percent of the annual income of similarly aged 
adults with a bachelor’s degree. By compari- 
son, for early boomers a high school graduate’s 


pay was 77 percent that of a college graduate, 
and for Generation Xers it was 64 percent. 

It’s not surprising that the pay gap based 
on education has widened over the decades 
as the economy has become more service- 
oriented and specialized, and as globalization 
and an erosion of unions have further held 
down wages especially for blue-collar workers, 
analysts say
